Chinese residents in Peel targeted in scam 


Peel Police’s Fraud Bu- 
reau is warning residents 
and their family members 
of an on-going travel docu- 
ment scam that is targeted 
towards Peel’s Chinese com- 
munity. 

The scam involves ads 
for fraudulent services be- 
ing placed in local Chinese 
newspaper advertising for 
visitor visas, work permits 
and immigration documents 
to foreign residents. 

Victims are asked to con- 
tact the fraudulent compa- 
nies generally through an 
advertisement in a local Chi- 
nese newspaper. 

The victim is then assured 
that the company will assist 
them with securing travel 
documents, air plane tick- 
ets and visas for family and 
friends living in China to 
travel to Canada for work. 

The victim is asked to 
provide cash for a deposit to 
secure these documents and 
can often be instructed to 


provide several deposits to 
assist with the process. 

The culprits will often 
provide fake identification 
and business documents to 
have the victim believe in 
the scam. 

After the exchange of 
money the promised travel 
documents are not provid- 
ed and this often leaves the 
family or friend in China 
waiting for a ride to the air- 
port which never comes. 

The ‘Gao Sheng Invest- 
ment Corporation’ is a ficti- 
tious company that does not 
exist and has been used by 
culprits in the past. 

The culprit will only ac- 
cept cash and will not accept 
cheque, or debit/credit card 
for payment. 

The representative will 
not allow the victim to meet 
at a business office and will 
ask to either meet in person 
at the victim’s residence or 
another public place such as 
a coffee shop or restaurant. 


Requests for money 
should be treated with cau- 
tion and an appropriate 
amount of due diligence 
should be practiced. 

Education is the key to 
prevention with this type of 
scam.

Millions of dollars in drugs seized 
during “Project Cartella”

Seven suspects from Peel 
are among those arrested 
during a joint investigation 
by Peel Police and other po- 
lice agencies that resulted 
in the seizure of millions of 
dollars in illegal drugs. 

Peel Police announced 
Friday afternoon that near- 
ly $3 million in drugs were 
seized during “Project Car- 
tella”, a year-long inves- 
tigaton helmed with the 
Ontario, York and Halton 
Provincial Police divisions. 

Several search warrants 
were executed throughout 
the GTA on July 19, with 


a gun, a large amount of 
money and drugs including 
Fentanyl and Oxycodone all 
being swept up by police. 

16 suspects were arrested 
in total during the inves- 
tigation and charged with 
multiple drug and firearm 
offenses, including 34-year- 
old Omar Badran and 
38-year-old Asif Khan from 
Brampton, and 37-year- 
old Farzad Amirhousha- 
mand, 34-year-old Jason 
Cervini, 31-year-old Cait- 
lin Johannes-Amirhoush- 
mand, 27-year-old Anna 
Korneitchouk, 56-year-old 
Carlos Lourd and 39-year- 
old Michael Ormonde from 


Mississauga. 

6100 Oxycodone pills, 

1.4 kilograms of hashish, 
85 kilograms of marijuana, 
8.6 kilograms of cocaine 
and 6.4 grams of Fentanyl 
were seized during the 
search warrants.

unrelated to sex-trade cases, say police

An apparent “hike” in 
reported missing persons 
cases is related more to 
summer than the sex- 
trade, say Peel Regional 
Police. 

“During the summer you 
will see a hike in it,” said 
Const. Bancroft Wright. 

“There’s more attention 
paid to it because school is 
out and kids for whatever 
reason, young girls take off 
with their friends. Usual- 
ly there are other circum- 
stances to it, but that could 
be one of the factors.” 

This follows the latest 
disappearance of another 
female. Police are looking 
for the public’s help in lo- 
cating a missing 14-year- 
old female from Mississau- 


ga. 
Police say Lubna Ibra- 
him was last seen in her 
home in the Gladesbrook 
Crescent and Trailmaster 
Drive area. She’s described 
as described as_ light 
skinned, 5'4” tall, with a 
slim build. 

Despite the absence of 
statistical data supporting 
the idea of missing persons 
cases, they tend to increase 
in summer. Const. Wright 
says, “it’s common that 
young guys and girls will 
take off or runaway in the 
summer.” 

“You'll probably get that 
more than in the winter. 
That would be a fair as- 
sessment. It’s easier to 
hang out. Shelter usually 
isn’t that much of a factor,” 
he said. 


Wright says based on 
available information, this 
latest case is unconnected 
to ongoing sex trade inves- 
tigations. 

“From the information 
we've obtained from inves- 
tigators, there’s been no 
connection to sex trade or 
trafficking.” 

Sex trafficking involves 
abducting girls and young 
women and coercing them 
into the sex trade through 
the use of deceit and force. 

There have been a num- 
ber of recent cases involv- 
ing the disappearances of 
women. On July 22, Police 
reported a missing 29 year- 
old female from Mississau- 
ga. Susy Fernandes was 
found shortly after that in 
good health. 

The result was much 


more serious in the case 
involving 28-year-old Kara 
Clark of Brampton went 
missing July 18, and whose 
body was later found in a 
ditch. Police are treating 
that as a homicide. 

On June 30, Police 
sought the public’s help in 
locating 18 year-old Sahra 
Omar of Mississauga was 
found in good health a 
week later. 

“IT see enough of these 
cases on my shift. If it were 
an epidemic, it would be 
dealt with in that way. 
There are other factors; 
you also have homeless 
shelter cases in which kids 
will take off. If there’s a 
concern with those cases, 
(police) will be contacted,” 
said Wright. 

Drug and Vice Unit 


recently arrested and 


charged four men with sev- 
eral offenses related to hu- 
man trafficking and asked 
the public’s help in track- 
ing down a fifth suspect.

Civil association warns hate charge could have chilling effect on free speech

gards international law, you 
start putting people in jail, 
you might as well not have a 
democracy,” he said. 

This week, Peel Police 
charged 45-year-old Kevin 
J. Johnston with violating 
section 319 (2) of the Crim- 
inal Code of Canada, the 
‘Wilful Promotion of Ha- 
tred.’ 

Johnston is suspected of 
posting video material on 
social media sites that pro- 
motes hatred against Mus- 
lims. 

“It’s over a five-month pe- 
riod that the investigation 
happened,” said Sgt. Josh 
Colley of Peel Regional Po- 
lice, adding this is one of 
the rare cases in which the 
attorney general’s consent 
was required before police 
could lay a charge. 

Civil liberty advocates 
have been harshly critical of 
any use of that section of the 
code calling it a violation of 


international law. 

“We unreservedly con- 
demn any use of section 
319 by the state to charge 
anybody. It violates a citi- 
zen’s very fundamental civil 
rights to not be put in jail 
without reason and to not 
be attacked by the state in a 
manner that is unacceptable 
in a democratic society,” 
Rancourt said. 

Under the provision, the 
state is under no obligation 
to prove anyone suffered 
harm or that there was in- 
tent to hurt another person. 

“There’s no identified vic- 
tim of any kind so it’s one 
of these crazy things that 
should not be in any western 
state’s criminal code.” 

OCLA wasn’t alone in its 
criticism of the decision to 
charge Johnston. Rob De 
Luca, Staff lawyer for the 
Canadian Civil Liberties As- 
sociation, says that section 
of the criminal code is high- 
ly problematic. 


“We continue to have se- 
rious freedom of expression 
concerns regarding that 
criminal offence,” De Luca 
said. “We think that the 
Charter protection for free- 
dom of expression includes 
protection for unpopular 
and distasteful speech.” 

The CCLA says defining 
what falls under hateful 
speech is a “vague standard” 
that runs the risk of being 
applied too broadly. 

“We do worry that these 
kinds of criminal charges 
will have the effect of chill- 
ing speech and lead indi- 
viduals to worry about what 
they can and cannot say ina 
public forum,” he said. 

De Luca says that while 
he considers Johnston’s 
comments about Muslims 
“repugnant”, the act crim- 
inalizing them treats those 
views more seriously than 
they deserve to be. 

“Giving it the attention 
and the seriousness of crim- 


inal charges has a counter- 
productive effect,” De Luca 
said. 

Civil Liberties organiza- 
tions have argued so-called 
‘hate speech laws’ are un- 
necessary. 

There are other laws on 
the books to deal with cases 
where someone may have 
advocated acts of violence 
against individuals. 

Those include  ‘utter- 
ing threats’ or ‘counseling 
a criminal offence’ such 


as murder, that deal with 
concrete threats of vio- 
lence against individuals or 
groups. 

“There are plenty of laws 
that protect people from 
real, actual harm that have 
to do with expression, but 
this is not one of them,” said 
Rancourt. 

“Tt’s an instrument of sup- 
pression of expression that 
should not exist in a demo- 
cratic society,” he added.

Auto parts giant Magna 
International Inc. has come 
out squarely against Ontar- 
io’s proposed new minimum 
wage policy, but to my mind 
that opposition won’t make 
any difference. 

The first instalment of the 
minimum wage will rise to 
$14 an hour next Jan. 1 from 
the current $11.40, because 
the Liberals who designed 
the plan will still be in power 
come the New Year. 

However, the second hike 
-- to $15 slated to come into 
effect Jan. 1 2019 -- could be 
delayed or cancelled if the 
pro-business PCs win next 
June’s election as polls show 
they are poised to do. 

The Tories have criticized 
the new minimum wage 
as “too fast and too quick” 
for Ontario’s job creators, 
knowing that the small busi- 
ness community that are 
bedrock PC supporters is 
firmly against the hike. 

The stark opposition by 
Magna, Canada’s _ largest 
auto parts maker, reflects 
the fears in the corporate 
world about the rising cost 


of doing business in On- 
tario. Magna has 22,000 
workers in the province, 
including hundreds in Peel 
Region, and has complained 
for years about the rising 
cost of power in Ontario. 

On top of rising electricity 
and wage costs, businesses 
like Magna also face higher 
payroll charges down the 
road as the Canada Pension 
Plan expansion bites into 
their bottom line in a few 
years. 

And don’t forget the im- 
pact of the carbon tax that 
went into effect Jun. 1, 
hiking everyday costs for 
consumers and businesses 
across the board. 

That’s why any future 


Ontario government should 
seriously consider offsetting 
the impact of the minimum 
wage hike on companies. 
It can do that by lowering 
small business taxes, boost- 
ing payroll cost credits or 
providing adjustment sub- 
sidies to companies facing 
rapidly rising labour costs. 

There should be more tax 
money in the tiller to pay 
for this since workers will 
be earning more and gen- 
erating higher taxes for the 
government. 

Overall, the delicate bal- 
ance between business and 
labour should be main- 
tained without swings that 
favour one side or the other. 
The Liberals’ pro-worker 
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policy may sound like a good 
idea at a time of precarious 
work and lost public faith in 
corporations after the Great 
Recession but such a poli- 
cy could create unintended 
consequences -- fewer jobs, 
weaker companies and a 
less competitive economy. 

It also runs the risk of ex- 
panding the underground 
economy as workers seek to 
work under the table at wag- 
es below the minimum wage 
and away from the prying 
eyes of regulators. 

Look what has happened 
in the United States where 
undocumented workers toil 
in the cash-only economy at 
sub-standard wages, push- 
ing down wages for all poor-

er Americans. 

In a bigger sense, the 
minimum wage debate has 
always been more about 
politics than economics. In 
2014, the Liberals hiked the 
minimum wage to $11 an 
hour from $10.25 and in- 
dexed it to inflation. 

They didn’t push for a 
higher rate at the time to 
avoid alienating business 
groups but the government 
promised labour a sweeping 
review of workplace stan- 
dards laws. 

That review led to the 
$15 minimum wage policy 
and other proposed chang- 
es to help workers stuck in 
increasingly precarious em- 
ployment. 

It also reflected Premier 
Kathleen Wynne’s decision 
to push the party further left 
and lure votes that would 
normally go to the NDP. 

That strategy paid off for 
the Liberals in the 2014 vote 
-- helping them chalk up a 
majority government -- but 
a similar feat may prove 
more difficult to pull off in 
2018. 

The minimum wage boost 
to $15 reflects a broader fail- 
ure of sorts since the Lib- 
erals have been unable to 


boost growth in the econo- 
my enough to raise general 
wage levels for all workers -- 
not just those with top skills 
that are in demand. Still, the 
provincial economy is doing 
a lot better than in 2014, 
with a 5.8 per cent jobless 
rate that’s the lowest in 16 
years and a more diverse 
employment base. 

Locally, a minimum wage 
hike will add costs across 
the board. For the City of 
Mississauga, that means $2 
million in rising labour costs 
over two years. Brampton 
and Caledon will also see 
higher costs for their affect- 
ed workers, mostly part- 
time or seasonal employees. 

For many small manufac- 
turers, retailers and hotel 
operators, labour costs will 
rise and businesses across 
Peel Region will feel the 
pinch to their bottom line. 

Yet with offsetting adjust- 
ment policies by the prov- 
ince there may be hope in 
future that everyone can ad- 
just to the new reality with- 
out serious economic harm.

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Local trade association sounds 
alarm on minimum wage hike 


A Mississauga-based 
trade association is warning 
that the proposed reforms to 
Ontario’s labour laws could 
have unintended conse- 
quences for the manufactur- 
ing sector in the province. 

The Canadian Manufac- 
turers & Exporters (CME) 
trade association said earli- 
er this week that the reforms 
listed in the Fair Workplac- 
es, Better Jobs Act, which 
include plans to raise min- 
imum wage to $15 an hour 
by 2019, could discourage 
investments for Ontario. 
The association’s statement 
comes as it prepares to ad- 
dress the Standing Commit- 
tee on Finance & Economic 
Affairs in Queen’s Park to- 
day, where they will be dis- 
cussing how to proceed with 
business consultations and 
an economic impact analy- 
sis. 

“The manufacturing sec- 
tor is clearly critical to the 
Ontario economy,” said 
CME president Dennis 
Darby. “Increasing the cost 
of making things in Ontar- 
io would only put future 


growth and jobs in jeopar- 
dy, including those high- 
er-quality jobs that we want 
to grow.” 

According to CME, man- 
ufacturers directly account 
for over 12 per cent of pro- 
vincial gross domestic out- 
put (GDP), totalling over 
$300 billion in annual out- 
put and accounting for over 
80 per cent of exports. Man- 
ufacturers currently employ 
over 750,000 residents in 
high-value, high-paying 
jobs, which indirectly sup- 
ports a further 1.5 million 
workers in Ontario. 

The association has iden- 
tified several key areas of 
concern, including the re- 
quirement that employ- 
ers give 48 hours notice to 
cancel a shift and 96 hours 
to add a shift, highlighting 
that a steep increase in min- 
imum results in fewer total 
jobs in manufacturing, and 
the consolidation of bar- 
gaining units. This includes 
privacy concerns over em- 
ployers providing access to 
the personal contact infor- 
mation of employees upon

demonstration of 20% 
support. “We are asking 


the Ontario government to 
conduct further analysis on 
the potential impacts of the 
reform,” said Darby. 

THe Fair Workplaces, 
Better Jobs was designed to 
benefit workers across the 
province, and also introduc- 
es reforms such as guaran- 
teed equal pay for part-time 
workers, increased vacation 
entitlements and more strict 
schedules for shift work. 

Ontario manufactur- 
ers have advocated for the 
adoption of a manufac- 
turing strategy, targeting 
reductions in non-wage 
related costs such as ener- 
gy and taxation, combined 
with support for innovation 
and skills training to move 
businesses and individuals 
into higher value-added ac- 
tivities. 

“We are committed to 
working with the govern- 
ment to find solutions that 
mitigate costs to business- 
es and foster high-quality 
manufacturing jobs in On- 
tario,” said Darby. 


Police urge drinking and driving respon- 
sibly after deadly Brampton accident

With the warm weath- 
er and social scene in full 
swing, many Peel residents 
are taking advantage of 
outdoor activities, but po- 
lice are reminding everyone 
about the dangers of mixing 
alcohol and drugs with driv- 
ing. 

Just ask the family of 
Harshadrai Patel. 

The 64-year-old man was 
visiting from India when the 
vehicle he was in collided 
with another car in Missis- 
sauga last week. The driver 
of the other vehicle was later 
charged with impaired oper- 
ation of a vehicle and crimi- 
nal negligence. 

Patel was later pro- 
nounced dead at a local hos- 


pital, and his family is dev- 
astated knowing that it was 
a crash that could have been 
avoided. 

Constable Mark Fisher 
with Peel Regional Police 
said, “Unless you are us- 
ing a breathalyzer, the best 
course of action is not to 
have anything prior to driv- 
ing, so that way there is no 
chance of you blowing over.” 

It is very easy at a back- 
yard party or barbecue for 
one drink to turn into two 
or three. Constable Fisher 
encourages people hosting 
a party to “be sure everyone 
has a way home, whether 
you call them a cab, or even 
drive them yourself, if you 
haven’t had any alcohol.” 


Andy Murie, the CEO of 
MADD Canada, recently 
said that it’s important to 
have a designated driver, 
take public transportation 
or call a taxi or an Uber. 
“Every single one of these 
crashes and charges are pre- 
ventable,” he explained. 

It is very difficult to say 
determine anyone’s blood 
alcohol content after one 
drink, said Murie. “It’s im- 
portant to exercise cau- 
tion. There’s a lot of factors 
such as gender, weight, and 
whether the individual ate 
anything before drinking 
that you have to take into 
consideration.” 
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Mississauga man charged with promoting hatred against Muslims

Police have charged a 
Mississauga man with pro- 
moting hatred against an 
identifiable group of peo- 
ple. 

45-year-old Kevin J. 
Johnston is charged with 
one count of Wilful Promo- 
tion of Hatred in violation 
of the Criminal Code of 
Canada. 

Johnston is suspected 
of posting video material 
on social media sites that 
promotes hatred against 
Muslims. 

“It’s over a five-month 
period that the investiga- 
tion happened,” said Sgt. 
Josh Colley of Peel Re- 
gional Police adding this 
is one of the rare cases in 
which the Attorney Gener- 
al’s consent was required 
before police could lay a 
charge. 

“There were a number 
of incidents reported to 


police. We investigated all 
the incidents and provided 
a brief to the Attorney Gen- 
eral in relation to the evi- 
dence gathered. Once we 
received consent from the 
Attorney General’s office, 
we laid the charge.” 

Johnston has been the 
focus of recent news re- 
ports in which he report- 
edly offered a $1000 re- 
ward for recordings of 
Muslim students “spewing 
hate speech during Friday 
prayers.” 

In 2015, he led a cam- 
paign against the construc- 
tion of the Meadowvale Is- 
lamic Centre, claiming that 
it would cause an increase 
in vandalism, sexual as- 
sault and a loss of freedom 
of speech. His campaign 
led Mayor Bonnie Crombie 
to say he was “hate-mon- 
gering” at a Mississauga 
Planning and _ Develop- 
ment Committee meeting 


that same year. 

On videos posted on 
Facebook, Johnston can be 
heard asking Canadians, 
“When do you wake up? 
When do you stop calling 
me racist, xenophobe and 
Islamophobe and realize 
that it is Islam that is the 
problem. If you allow it 


to flourish any more than 
it already has, you will be 
under Sharia Law where 
women are property and 
homosexuals are going to 
be thrown off the friggin 
CN Tower.” 

Johnston is the publish- 
er of an online site called 
the Freedom Report, which 


he promotes as an honest 
news outlet. 

On its website, www. 
peelpolice.ca/hate, police 
identify “three offences in 
the Code that specifically 
pertain to hate, [falling] 
under the Hate-Propagan- 
da section and they are 
as follows as advocating 


genocide, public incite- 
ment of hatred or wilful 
promotion of hatred. 

The police site also says 
that in Canada, “Freedom 
of Speech is protected as 
a fundamental freedom as 
guaranteed in the Canadi- 
an Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms.“

Private school offers help for victims of “Report Card’ fraud

A private school is offer- 
ing free summer courses to 
students defrauded in an 
online scam involving bo- 
gus report cards. 

Principal Indi Sahi says 
he wants to help compen- 
sate students who lost mon- 
ey when a fraudster faked 
his school’s logo in an on- 
line scam. 

“The kids who were ac- 
tually defrauded, who gen- 
uinely thought this was our 
school, we’d like to reach 
out to them and say, ‘why 
don’t you come do the cred- 
it with us. We're not go- 
ing to charge you for it,” 
said Sahi of the Canadian 
Higher Learning Acade- 
my, a private, Ontario gov- 


ernment-approved online 
school. 

Investigators have now 
charged a Brampton man 
suspected of faking report 
cards used in applications 
for entry into university. 

Police charged 28-year- 
old Pavanjit Sohal of 
Brampton for allegedly cre- 
ating a fake website posing 
as a legitimate online pri- 
vate school. 

Sohal is suspected of 
fraudulently accepting 
money from students who 
thought they were upgrad- 
ing their credits through 
online courses and enroll- 
ing in a legitimate private 
learning academy. 

Sahi plans to reach out to 
unsuspecting victims of the 
fraud. 


“You've already lost your 
money. Why don’t you 
come take a course in the 
summer and you can get 
your credit,” he said. 

“We'd have to look at it 
a bit more, but the biggest 
outcome for us is making 
sure that those students are 
ok, the ones who genuinely 


thought they were enrolling 
with us.” 

There are an_ estimat- 
ed 10 students who fell for 
the alleged scam. If all take 
advantage of Sahi’s offer, 
it would represent a total 
monetary value of around 
$10,000. Assuming there’s 
a conviction in this matter,

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2017: A bad year for mosquitos in Peel Region

Earlier this spring, 
weather experts predicted 
2017 would be a bad year for 


mosquitoes. 
For Peel residents, these 
predictions have turned 


into a hard-bitten reality as 
we are experiencing higher- 
than-average populations, 
and mosquitoes that are 
more blood-thirsty than 
normal. 

The mild winter followed 
by record rainfalls in May 
and June have resulted in 
ideal mosquito breeding 
conditions in the Region of 
Peel and Southern Ontario. 
Abundant standing water 
in ponds, wooded areas and 
flooded fields has created 
almost perfect conditions 
for mosquito reproduction. 


David Phillips, senior 
climatologist with 
Environment Canada, 


advises that cooler weather 
such as we’ve experienced 
in June and July makes 
the mosquitoes hungrier 
for blood. “Mosquitoes are 
generally more active, faster 
biting when conditions are 


a~” 


kind of lukewarm,” he said. 
For the most part, 
mosquito bites are merely a 
nuisance, resulting in itchy 
skin and redness for a few 
days. However, mosquitoes 
can transmit dangerous 


and deadly diseases such as 
malaria, dengue fever, Zika 
virus and others. Considered 
the world’s deadliest animal, 
mosquitoes are responsible for 
an estimated 725,000 human 
fatalities globally each year. 


Fortunately for 
Canadians, many of the 
deadliest mosquitoes cannot 
survive in our cool northern 
climate. Our biggest concern 
here is the West Nile 
Virus (WNV). A bite from 
a mosquito infected with 
WNV can lead to serious 
disease. There is no specific 
treatment or cure for West 
Nile. 

Each year from June to 
September, Peel Health tests 
for the presence of West Nile 
Virus in local mosquitoes 
through a region-wide 
network of mosquito traps. 
In June, one mosquito batch 
collected in Mississauga 
tested positive for the 
virus. Peel Health is now 
advising residents to take 
precautions to minimize 
their risk of being bitten by a 
mosquito infected with this 
dangerous virus. 


¢ Avoid areas with high 
mosquito populations 

¢ Wear light-coloured 
clothing, including long 
sleeves, pants and a hat, to 
cover exposed skin 

*Use an insect repellent 
containing DEET and 
apply it according to the 
manufacturer’s directions 

*Take extra precautions 
from dusk to dawn when 
mosquito activity is higher— 
if possible stay indoors. 

Residents can also help 
reduce mosquito populations 
by getting rid of sources 
of standing water in their 
yards and neighbourhoods. 
Empty water from pots, 
wheelbarrows, lawn 
furniture, kids toys and other 
places where rainfall collects. 
Mosquito eggs will hatch into 
larvae in these water sources 
within 24-48 hours.

Former Steelhead Spencer Martin

After four seasons 
with the Majors/Steelheads, 
Martin’s hard work paid off 
as he was drafted by the Col- 
orado Avalanche in the third 
round (63rd overall) in the 
2013 NHL Draft. 

Martin has remained a 
huge supporter of the team. 
Crediting a lot of his de- 
velopment as a player to 
his time spent in the OHL, 
Martin’s relationship with 
the organization continues 
through his support. 

Martin says “When you're 
a part of a team for as long 
as I was, I still have a lot of 
ties with the team so I enjoy 
keeping track of how they do 
every year. It was very excit- 
ing this year, finally having 
a breakthrough year of suc- 
cess.” 

Since moving on to the 


AHL and NHL levels, Mar- 
tin sees how much the OHL 
and his time with the Steel- 
heads has prepared him. 

“Every year I took one 
step forward in the OHL. 
James Boyd was there for 
my four years along with my 
goalie coach Kory Cooper, 
and they were very instru- 
mental in making sure I kept 
moving forward. I give a lot 
of credit to JP [Anderson] 
and all the players I played 
with at first who helped me 
along the way. Being one of 
the younger guys, I did the 
best I could to learn from 
the work ethic that I saw as 
a young 15-year-old looking 
at 20-year-olds.” 

Making three starts in the 
NHL last season, including 
his debut on January 21st 
against the San Jose Sharks, 
Martin was reminded of 
what he learned with the 
Steelheads to help him soak 
in everything and improve 
his game at the NHL level.

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Marty Savoy guides the OJHL, 


The league of choice 
Marty Savoy guides the League of Choice

When Marty Savoy start- 
ed playing peewee hockey 
over 30 years ago in Eto- 
bicoke, and later for the 
Oakville Minor Oaks, he 
had no idea that he would 
someday be heading up one 
of the most successful junior 
A hockey leagues in Canada. 

The Durham _ College 
Sports Management grad- 
uate was the first full time 
paid commissioner hired 
by the league back in 2009, 
taking over from long-time 
volunteer Bob Hooper. 

Savoy brings a lifetime 
of hockey experience to the 
league, which has its head 
office on Dunwin Avenue in 
Mississauga. 

As a player, he played 
AAA in Etobicoke and 
Oakville before moving up 
to junior B with the Oakville 
Blades, who traded him to 
the now-defunct Mimico 
Monarchs. He also skated 
with the Georgetown Raid- 
ers and the former Streets- 
ville Derby’s, but it was the 
administrative side of the 
sport that most interested 
him. 

His enrolment and lat- 
er graduation from the 
Durham College Sports 
Management program set 
him up for a dream career in 
sports. 

“Durham College really 
got me started in the right 
direction,” stated Savoy. “I 
wasn’t a great player, but I 
really was interested in the 
business side of the game. 
The biggest advantage I had 
coming out of Durham was 
they got me a job in hock- 
ey. My first placement was 
at the Hockey Hall of Fame 
Centre of Excellence in To- 
ronto. That was my ticket.” 

The Centre for Excellence 
was started by Hockey Can- 
ada in 1981 as a way to de- 
velop players and coaches 
and to ensure that Canada 


was always the leading na- 
tion in the sport of hockey 
worldwide. 

As an intern at the Centre 
for Excellence, he worked 
hard and was _ eventual- 
ly promoted to manager. 
Things were going good 
and he was getting noticed. 
He got called up. Hockey 
Canada was expanding the 
Centre for Excellence across 
Canada and they needed 
someone to act as regional 
manager for all five centres 
at the time. Savoy went off 
to Calgary, and he remained 
in the job for seven years. 

“It was a fabulous job, and 
great people to work with”, 
added Savoy. Along the way 
he served as GM for the 
2002 Men’s World Cham- 
pionships, and was also in- 
volved in the 2002 Olympic 
Camp as well as three World 
Junior Championships. 

He recalls one particular 
prodigy that came out of the 
program— that being Stan 
Butler. “A coaching genius 
and wonderful guy to work 
with,” Savoy said, noting 
that Butler is now with the 
North Bay Battalion and do- 
ing great things for the team 
there. 

However, nothing lasts 
forever. Savoy  eventual- 
ly moved on to a market- 
ing role with Tim Hortons’ 
western operations where 
he learned the art of fran- 
chising, which came in 
handy in his current role. 

When he took over the 
commissioner position in 
2009, he inherited a league 
that was in need of a strong 
leader. Run more as a pas- 
sionate hobby by a dedi- 
cated group of well-mean- 
ing volunteers, the league 
lacked purpose and vision. 
It was not financially strong, 
and offered little in the way 
of support to the teams. 
There were too many teams 
and the team budgets were 


astronomical. 

“We had to get the gov- 
ernors to believe that it was 
their league and they played 
a key role in its the strategic 
direction. They had to work 
together for a common goal 
of making the league the 
best Junior A league in Can- 
ada”, added Savoy. “Noth- 
ing happens overnight. It 
took time, but gradually we 
built a league with a strong 
vision, a sense purpose and 
a good level of service that 
keeps the teams happy and 
prospering.” 

The biggest challenge 
was to shrink the league, 
which had become unman- 
ageable at 32 teams. The 
on-ice product had become 
watered down. The teams 
were losing money and the 
owners weren’t happy. The 
number of players mov- 
ing up to higher levels was 
dwindling. A sure sign that 
change was needed. 

In an era when sports 
leagues are expanding and 
cashing on __ franchising 
rights, Savoy had to come 
up with a plan to shrink 
the league to survive. Going 
where no man has gone be- 
fore, it was no easy task. To- 
day, the league has 22 teams 
and is doing well. 

The other challenge was 
to reverse the flow of mon- 
ey and bring down the team 
budgets to a level that the 
owners could live with. 
Team owners were paying 
for everything out of their 
own pockets— and in some 
cases, even paying players. 
This was not sustainable in a 
market that is oversupplied 
with hockey product and an 
average ticket price of $10. 

Today the OJHL is a “pay 
to play” league, with teams 
allowed to charge up to 
$5000 per player for equip- 
ment, games, practices, 
coaching and travel. 

“We're finally at a point 


where most of the teams 
are at least breaking even, 
which is a big relief for the 
owners’ pocketbooks”, Sa- 
voy said. 

The enhancements to the 
business plan have also re- 
versed the decline in players 
moving up the ladder. To- 
day, the league boasts a 41 
per cent graduation rate to 
the NHL. This is the highest 
among all North American 
leagues, including the AHL, 
CIS, NCAA and CHL. Only 
the BCHL has higher grad 
rate because of their U.S. 
player rules. 

Savoy now has a staff of 
six that helps in a variety of 
capacities, including team 
operations, player develop- 
ment, digital media produc- 
tion, officiating and website 
content. 

“We measure everything 
now,” added Savoy. “We run 
it like a business and we pay 
close attention to the num- 
bers.” 

The future looks bright 
with the addition of a spring 
development league and an 
annual combine that identi- 
fies new talent. “We are also 
developing an annual audit 
procedure which will help 
the teams stay on track with 
their management practis- 
es, budgets, player devel- 
opment and coaching. This 
will mean that every team 
operates in essentially the 
same manner. Good for the 
league, the coaches, play- 
ers, owners and parents,” he 
said. 

When he is not working in 
hockey? No surprise, Savoy 
plays hockey himself, along 
with three of his four daugh- 
ters. 

Wife Julia also plays in a 
women’s league in Burling- 
ton. A born and bred Florid- 
ian, Julia learned the game 
from scratch and now loves 
it to death: a hockey family 
for sure.

Four families, four fresh starts: Habitat for Humanity 
GTA Torbram Road dedication

Four hardworking 
families will never forget 
July 17, 2017. It was the 
day they took possession of 
their Habitat for Humanity 
(HFH) home on 8600 Tor- 
bram Rd in Brampton. 

“Habitat dedication 
ceremonies celebrate the 
beginning of a bright future 
for our partner families,” 
said Thomas Fischer, 
vice-president of regional 
development for Habitat for 
Humanity GTA. 

The Arshad-Hussain, 
Mohamed, Ibrahim-Ha- 
gos, and Duahoo-Hosano 
families were the last of 18 
homeowners to receive the 
keys to their new town- 
house at Torbram Road and 
Clarke Boulevard. 

Speaking on behalf of her 
family, Saumu Mohamed 
said they will no longer live 
in an overcrowded apart- 
ment that was subject to 


flooding, dampness and 
mould. “We now have space 
to flourish as a family, and 
there are no more leaks. We 
are grateful to live in a new 
home that is safe,” she said. 

Plans for the build started 
in 2004/2005; it is the 
largest HFH project in Peel. 
Before Mayor Linda Jeffrey 
held her current office, 
she was instrumental in 
working with the affiliate 
for this build. Fischer said 
her support has been long 
lasting. The Torbram build 
was a collaboration with the 
City of Brampton, one of 
many partners. 

“Tt’s a special morning. 
These projects take too 
long to finish. As mayor, 
I plan to fix this and help 
expedite the process,” so 
Habitat partner families can 
become homeowners faster, 
Jeffrey said. 

“Thank you to Habitat 
for Humanity for your 
persistence and resilience,” 


she added. “We need to 
accelerate those projects,” 
the mayor added. 

Homeownership helps 
families thrive. 

Babelyn Gabinete, 
whose family moved into 
a HFH home in 2015, said 
her daughter was named 
valedictorian of her middle 
school and earned a 93 
per cent average. She also 
placed first in her school’s 
science fair. Gabinete 
attributes her daughter’s 
academic success to having 
a safe place to concentrate 
on her studies. 

Brampton councillors Jeff 
Bowman and Doug Whill- 
ans, and MPs Ruby Sahota 
and Sonia Sidhu, were also 
on hand for the dedication 
as were HFH volunteers, 
donors, staff, sponsors, 
partners and more estab- 
lished homeowners to help 
celebrate this milestone. 

The Region of Peel has 
also been an “unwavering 


supporter” of Habitat for 
Humanity and has contrib- 
uted more than $4 million 
to HFH GTA (and its legacy 
affiliate Habitat for Hu- 
manity Brampton-Caledon) 
towards homeownership. 
Enbridge Gas Distribution 
has contributed more than 
$500,000 over the years. 
Its staff have volunteered 
on the site and held fund- 
raising events for HFH as 
well. 

Orlando Bowen, execu- 
tive director of One Voice, 
One Team said more than 
150 of the young people he 
works with have volun- 
teered with this build 
and their lives have been 
transformed. “This is what 
Brampton is all about, this 
is what is community is 
all about. Give all that you 
can,” he said. 

With 47 homes expect- 
ed to be completed by the 
2018, Fischer’s goal of 50 
HFH homes for Brampton 


and Mississauga is nearing 
fruition. 

HFH partner families do 
not need to provide a down 
payment and no-interest 
mortgages are capped at 
30 per cent of a family’s 
income. Families must 
volunteer and complete 500 
sweat-equity hours.

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Meditation 101 - The Power 
of the Breath

Breathing deeply not only 
relaxes us, but also has the 
power to energize us. 

It is a powerful tool in 
the health of our body. A 
deeper breath expands and 
clears our lungs, strength- 
ens the muscle surrounding 
our rib cage, and clears the 
mind. It also stimulates the 
circulation in the body by 
introducing more air into 
the lungs. 

A relaxing deep breath 
soothes the muscles sur- 
rounding the spine and all 
the nerves contained in 
the spine. An energizing 
deep breath exercises the 
diaphragm and the solar 
plexus area (also a nerve 
center). 

In both ways, it stimu- 
lates and impacts not only 
the nervous system but also 
the endocrine, muscular, 
digestive and circulatory 
systems in very definite 
ways. 

A relaxing breath is 
breathed entirely through 
the nostrils. An energizing 
breath is inhaled through 
the nostrils and exhaled 
through the mouth. 

When you begin deeper 
breathing you may feel 
more of a sense of dizziness, 
but this in time will pass as 
your body becomes used to 
the greater amount of air in 
your lungs. 

Also, there could be more 
tenderness around the rib 
cage muscle area because 


you are expanding the lungs 
and the muscles are getting 
stretched. 

As you practice, you can 
become quite adept at con- 
trolling the breath. 

Here are a few things you 
can practice as you become 
better at deeper breathing. 

1. Practice slow measured 
breaths, concentrating on a 
slow continuous rhythm. 

2. Practice counting 
as you breathe. Inhale 
to 4 and exhale to 8 then 
increase slowly to 12. The 
exhalation should always 
be longer than the inhala- 
tion. As you become better 
at counting, pause at the 
end of an inhalation (count 
4) and then an exhalation 
(count 4). 

3. Practice inhaling and 
filling the lungs starting 
at the top of the lungs and 
then center and then lower. 
If you cannot do this at first, 
just visualize that you are 
doing this and in time you 
will accomplish this much 
better. The exhalation 
should be the opposite with 
emptying out the lower 
lobes of the lungs. 

4. Practice breathing 
through your lower tummy 
area below the waist. As 
you inhale, drop the breath 
to this area and expand 
it like you have a balloon 
there and then exhale and 
the balloon will deflate. This 
also takes practice. 

5. Practice on the inha- 
lation to open your nostrils 
wide and then the back 
of the throat and then the 


reverse on the exhalation. 
Another variation on this 

is alternate nostril breath- 
ing. Inhale through the left 
nostril and exhale through 
the right nostril. Tricky but 
great when you can do it. 

6. Practice working with 
the sternum/breastbone 
area. As you expand your 
upper chest, expand out 
your sternum area, drop 
your shoulders and bring 
your shoulder blades as 
close to your spine as pos- 
sible. 

This lowers your shoulder 
area thereby relaxing this 
area and also your upper 
back area. This opens up 
the chest area and allows a 
greater breath to be taken. 
You might notice a tight 
muscle area across your 
sternum and a looser area 
across the upper shoulder 
area but this relaxes as you 
work it. 

Make a routine of prac- 
ticing breathing exercises. 
Remember like everything 
new it takes time and prac- 
tice but is well worth it. 

Once you can control 
the breath, you can lower 
your stress levels but also 
help your body to relax and 
function properly. If you 
think of your car, would 
you continuously rev your 
motor? Stress or revving is 
exactly what you are doing 
to your physical body. 

Take the time for your- 
self. It’s simple - just take a 
deep breath.

tapestry of Canadian so- 
ciety through music and 
art, seek to connect expa- 
triate Arabs, and non-Arab 
communities, and to build 
bridges through the mu- 
sical heritage of Arab cul- 
ture.

The group officially reg- 
istered as a not for profit 
organization in 2015 and 
rebranded themselves as a 
full orchestra. 

Zaghal said that he 
wants the festival to be the 
realization of his dream to 
establish a successful cel- 
ebration of Arabic culture,

Brampton Fire Department hits 
social media milestone 


Brampton Fire and 
Emergency Services 
(BFES) announced  Fri- 


day afternoon that it had 
passed 10,000 social me- 
dia followers on Twitter, 
putting it among the top 
Canadian fire departments 
in terms of social media 
presence. 

The local department’s 
Twitter handle, @Bramp- 
tonFireES, ranks fourth 
among Canadian fire de- 
partments, sitting behind 
Toronto (17,300), Hali- 
fax (15,100) and Ottawa 
(10,900). 

The account was started 
by Brampton Fire and Life 
Safety personnel in 2010. 
Last year, the department 
increased their local pres- 
ence by allowing officers 
responding to emergen- 
cy calls the ability to post 
news updates and statuses 


from the scene of the fire. 

Over the course of an 
average week, the depart- 
ment posts fire safety mes- 
sages, pictures and infor- 
mation from emergency 
response scenes, videos of 
firefighters training and 
much more. 

Brampton Fire Chief Mi- 
chael Clark said that the 
ability to “live-tweet” has 
helped the department 
reinforce safety messag- 
ing, adding that it’s helped 
keep them engaged with 
local residents. 

The department is also 
active on Facebook and 
YouTube. Several videos 
posted to the YouTube 
channel have received in- 
ternational attention, and 
are being used in class- 
rooms and municipalities 
around the world. 

BFES’ Fire Safety Educa- 


tion Video has been viewed 
more than 500,000 times. 
In a year, the department 
averages almost 12,000 
retweets (shares) by con- 
nected residents. 

“We want to reach as 
many residents as possi- 
ble with important and 
potentially life-saving in- 
formation.” said Regional 
Councillor Michael Palles- 
chi, Chair of Community 
Services. 

“We're proud of reach- 
ing this social networking 
milestone; it is terrific en- 
couragement for us to re- 
new our efforts to connect 
with residents through dif- 
ferent media.”
